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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on May 10, 
2007 has been entered. 

2. Claims 1-10 and 43-51 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter/Reasons for Allowance 

3. Claims 1 and 46 are allowed over the prior arts cited records. 
The closest prior arts are: 

1 ) Goldhaber (US 5,855,008) provides an approach for distributing advertising 
and other information over a computer network. Attention brokerage is the business of 
buying and selling (brokering) the "attention" of consumers. It can be used to provide 
direct, immediate payment to a consumer for paying attention to an advertisement or 
other information. This compensation may be used directly or indirectly to compensate 
the owners of content or may be used for other purposes. The link between the ad and 
the appropriate viewers provided by reference to a data base of digitally stored 
demographic profiles of potential users. Such ads may be viewed as "negatively priced" 
information because consumers are paid for their attention to the information. Private 
profiles may be maintained for different consumers and consumer information may be 
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released only based on consumer permission. Consumers may be compensated for 
allowing their information to be released. Information can be routed based on 
demographics. A special icon or other symbol displayed on a computer screen may 
represent compensation and allow users to choose whether they will view an ad or 
other information and receive associated compensation. 

2) Pitroda (US 5,884,271) discloses A universal electronic transaction card ("UET 
card") is capable of serving as a number of different credit cards, bank cards, 
identification cards, employee cards, medical and health care management cards and 
the like. The UET card includes storage elements, an input interface, a processor, a 
display, and a communications interface. In a preferred embodiment, the UET card 
stores transactional information to eliminate paper receipts and includes security 
features to prevent unauthorized use. The UET card may also be used to replace 
conventional currency and traveler's checks, and may be configured to store and 
display promotional information, such as advertising and incentives. 

3) Brandt (US 6,714,979) discloses a data warehousing infrastructure for 
telecommunications priced call detail data is integrated with a Web/Internet based 
reporting system providing a common GUI enabling the requesting, customizing, 
scheduling and viewing of various types of priced call detail data reports. Such an 
infrastructure performs an extraction process to obtain only those billing detail records 
of entitled customers, and a harvesting process for transforming the billing records into 
a star schema format for storage in one or more operational data storage devices. The 

system is integrated with a database server supporting expedient and accurate access 
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to the customer's telecommunications priced call detail data for priced call detail data 
report generation. 

Therefore, it is clear from the description of Goldhaber's, Pitroda's and Brandts 
inventions that the prior arts do not considered the possibility of: A transaction service 
provider for administering a plurality of accounts for a client comprising: designate as 
confidential a predetermined first portion of the database client information; designate 
as non-confidential a predetermined second portion of the database of client 
information: provide the client with access to the predetermined first and second 
portions of the database of client information via the network port: provide a plurality of 
vendors with access to the predetermined second portion of the database of client 
information , as included in claims 1; A transaction service provider for administering a 
plurality of accounts for a client comprising allow the client to designate as confidential a 
first portion of the transaction service provider archive, including client identifying 
information: allow the client to designate as non-confidential a second portion of the 
transaction service provider archive: provide the client with access to the first and 
second portions of the transaction service provider archive via the network port: 
provide a plurality of vendors with access to the second portion of the database of 
client information while denying access for the plurality of vendors to the first portion of 
the transaction service provider archive , as included in claim 46. 
4. Claims (2-10, 43-45) and 47-51 are allowed because they are dependent claims 
of the allowable independent claims 1 and 46 above, in that order.
